PARIS, Nov. 27—After many years disagreement and a provisional 
régime, which have kept Tangier an important town around which 
dangerous international disputes arise, France, England and Spain have 
at last-agreed on a settlement. The convention, which was concluded 
today by the Tangier conference sitting in Paris, will be submitted to 
the governments, but as full powers were given the delegates, it is 
improbable that any further difficulties will be raised. 

While France and England are engaged in bitter discussions on 
other subjects, it is remarkable that 
they should quietly, without attracting | 
attention, in a spirit of the greatest 
good will, have succeeded in solving 
what seemed an unsolvable problem. 
Both France and England have reason 
to feel satisfied, though England has 
given much away to France in con- 
ceding full power to the Sultan, at 
least nominally, for fhe Sultan is con- 
trolled by France.

OTTAWA! Ont., Nov. 27 (Special)—

legislation necessary to give effect 
to this amendment.

When Congress passed the: resolu- 
tion declaring war — Germany, 
I thought that we *had embodied in/ 
that resolution the power to conscript 
property, as it stated that we pledged 
all the resources of the Government 
to the prosecution of the war.

The 
question of the right to take property 
by due process of law might be raised,

It is not fair to ask a man to give 
his life and not to have the man who 
stays at home do his share. The way. 
we handled the last war in this re- 
spect was not fair-to my mind, and 
that is the reason why I am for the 
soldiers’ bonus.

TURKISH MOSLEMS 


All Foreign Establishments Must 
Employ Natives of Country 
Wherever Possible 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 7 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—One of the 
most interesting studies of the day 
is the attempt which the new Republic 
of Turkey is making to exploit every 
phase of activity as far as possible 
by means of Mussulman Turks. For- 
eign educational ‘establishments are 
’to be compelled to employ only Mussul- 
man Turkish professors of Turkish. 
Foreign mé€dical men, however dis- 
tinguished the qualifications they may 
have obtained in their own counfpies, 
if they have not obtained a Turkish 
degree, may practice here only in as- 
sociation with a Turkish practitioner. 
All foreign companies have been 
warned that, apart from the managing 
directors and the indispensable “ex- 
perts,” their personnel is’ to be re- 
cruited entirely from Mussulman 
Turks. ~ : 

The legality of many of these meas- 
ures is less than doubtful, according 
to the Treaty of Lausanne. Article 39 
lays down in the most formal manner 
thar Turkish nationals belonging to 
non-Moslem inorities are to enjoy 


the same civil and political rights as { 


Moslems and specifically mentions 
public employments, functions and 
honors, professions and industries as 
open to all Turkish nationals without 
distinction of religion, creed, or con- 
fession. While the Turks may argue 
that the treaty has not yet been rati- 
fied by the powers and that, therefore, 
they are free to do what they choose 
until such time as it comes formally 
into force, they are fully aware that 
ratification is only a question of time 
and of\parliamentary procedure in the 
various countries concerned. The 
whole business savors rather of sharp 
practice and is hardly encouraging for 
the future observance of the treaty 
itself. 

_ Nevertheless, it is perhaps arguable 
that the situation is not really so 
black as it appears to be. The Turks 
are admittedly not born men of busi- 
ness, but they could not hope to be- 
come so while all the most lucrative 
concessions were given ‘to. British;

As for Spain, territorial concessions 
which will have the effect of consoli- 
dating the position in the Spanish 
zohe have been made. 

Under the new convention, Tangier 
becomes a new zone in Morocco, an 
integral part of the Empire under the 
sovereignty of the Sultan. The new 
régime is to be proclaimed by a de- 
creées of the Sultan, who has entire 
authority over Islamic law courts and 
The government 
services are under the Sultan’s con- 
trol, subject to the intervention of the 
international municipality. The Muni- 
cipal Council is ‘to be 2omposed of 
representatives of the various powers 
and’ will include Moslems and Jews, 
with experts and technical advisers 
attached. In practice it-will be the 
council that wiil decide matters in 
connection with the government of 
Tangier. Naturally, however, there is 
a council of control, composed chiefly 
of consuls and representatives of the 
Sultan. Under the provisions of the 
convention a native police force, with 
European officers, will be organized, 
besides the customs service. 

Development of Port 

The Christian Science Monitor has 
already given the arrangements for 
the development of the port. It is 
hoped that Tangier, when the work is 


|completed, will becgme an extremely 
important sea town on a great water- 
way. The possibility of growth, after 
being stunted for such a long period, 
|is the most satisfactory feature of the 
| present settlement. 


There will be mixed tribunals and 
post office will come under 
sherifian control. Many other -ad- 
ministrative matters of minor interest 
are contained in the convention. With 
the present European troubles upper- 
most, the; Tangier settlement has 
passed almost unnoticed, but anyone 
who recalls its stormy international 
history will realize the importance of 
this event.

Rail Officials Believe Kaufmann 
Law Has Direct Bearing on 
Mr. Willard’s Attitude 


By a Staff Correspondent 
_ NEW YORK, Nov. 27— Kauf- 
mann law, by the terms of which 
all steam roads operating in Greater 
New York must, by Jan. 1, 1926, oper- 
ate exclusively by electricity, is con- 
sidered by eminent railroad officers 
interviewed by a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor to have a 
very direct bearing on the intimation 


that the Baltimore & Ohio may with-| 


draw its service from New York. 
While the Baltimore & Ohio does not 
own any trackage between Philadel- 
phia and New York, it nevertheless 
owns and operates an extensive freight 


terminal on Staten Island in conjunc- | 


tion with its subsidiary, the Staten 
Isiand Rapid Transit Company. This 


property would come under the legis- | 


lative act requiring electrification and 
the cost, running into millions, is held 
to be prohibitive by informed authori- 
ties, who assert that the traffic han- 
died by the Baltimore & Ohio is not 
commensurate with the tremendous 
expense which will be involved in 
equipping its lines with electric power. 


Other Reasons Hinted 


It is felt by railroad authorities 
that Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, in threatening to 
withdraw entirely from the New York 
passenger field if his trains are not 
accorded permission to continue oper- 
ating into and out of the Pennsylva- 
nia terminal, had in mind this im- 
portant question of electrification of 
his freight -terminals, and that the 
passenger-aspect is only incidental 
to the broader, and more remunera- 
tive freight consideration. In fact the 
problem of electrifying the freight 
terminals impinges on the continu- 
ance of a passenger bervice into New 
York by the Baltimore & Ohio to such 
an extent that railway officers believe 
Mr. Willard’s statement is aimed at 
the law obtaining the electrification. 

Another phase of the situation, and 
one to which attention must be given, 
rail officials point out, is the problem 
of absorbing the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey. If the Baltimore & Ohio 
is successful in its attempt to merge 
this road, as well as the Reading, with 
its own line, it then will have an en- 
trance into New York over its own 
rails and will be in a position to de- 
mand such passenger terminal fa- 
cilities as will be deemed to be in the 
public interest. 

If, on the other hand, the Jersey 
Central is allocated to the New York 
Central (which it is rumored will be 
the ultimate plan of the Interstate 
Commerce: Commission), it will be of 
no great advantage for the Baltimore 
& Ohio to obtain control of the Read- 
ing, for without the. Jersey Central 
included, the Philadelphia & Reading 

_ would be a white elephant to the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, they declare. 

While it la true that the New York 
Central has promised, if permitted to 
abserb the Jersey Central, to give the 
Baltimore & Ohio trackage rights to 
it Staten Island terminals, such a 
méthod of operation would not be 


_ likely to satisfy the latter road, and 


Juniess it is assured of an approach 
to its New York terminals over its 
own tracks, or thos®-of its allies, it is 
believed that the Itimore & Ohio 
will find it more satisfactory to aban- 
don the New York field entirely. 
Withdrawal Held Imminent 

Discussion by railroad officers of the 
notice given on the Baltimore & Ohio, 
to withdraw its passenger trains from 
the Pennsylvania Terminal within less 
than two years’ time brings up these 
closely allied subjects, and it is said 
that unless Mr. Willard is able to 
present a very strong case before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, its 
complete, withdrawal from New York 
is imminent. 

Steps taken by the Pennsylvania 
System to force the Baltimore & Ohio 
to vacate the Thirty-third Street Sta- 
tion in New York are indicative of 
the growing popularity of the sery- 
ice offered by the Baltimore & Ohio, 
observers say. The statement that 
more space is needed for trains for the 
Pennsylvania System is open to seri- 
ous question, it is argued in rail cir- 
cles, for in the event of a Baltimore 
& Ohio withdrawal the Pennsylvania 
would have to add an equivalent num- 
ber of trains to handle the traffic to 
and from New York. Hence the net 
result would he the same so far as 
the number of trains in the Pennsyl- 
vania Terminal are concerned, the 
only distinction being that all of these 
trains would belong to the Pennsy)- 
vania System, whereas now seven 
trains each way daily are operated by 
the Baltimore & Ohio.

Saxony Declares for Reich 
Not only does the Saxon Govern- 
ment rely on its own means in its 
battle against the enemies of the Re- 
public, but it likewise relies on the 
collaboration of the proletariat and 
its manifold organizations.

General Muller’s Ultimatum 

But this was more than the Berlin 
big industrialists and Dr. Stresemann 
could put up with.

' |events came as a rude shock for the 


German proletariat, but they appear 
to have got over the shock. Today 
the workman is suffering from~hun- 
ger and therein lies the danger to the 
Republic, Bavaria, well aware of the 
fact, tried to take advantage of it as 
was proved by the recent events in 
Munich.

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BOSTON CUSTOMS MEN SEEK 


IMPROVED SALARY RATINGS 


New Schedule Criticized—Cite Increased Business and 
Low Cost of Collection—Hope Placed in President 


Efforts are being made by United 
States customs officials at Boston, who 
are under supervision of Collector of 
the Port W. W. Lufkin, to secure better 
ratings under the Reclassification Act 
of 1923 than were accorded them in the 
tentative schedule as recently drawn 
up by the Personnel Classification 
Board at Washington and which drew 
forth opposition from federal employ- 
ees throughout the country. 

The Reclassification Act was passed 
by Congress for the purpose of equal- 
izing the salaries of Government em- 
ployees and bring them up to a stand- 
ard with the present cost of living. It 
has been charged for some time by 
employees that salaries were far too 
small and, as a result, valuable men 
were lost to the service, as well as 
making it impossible to recruit new 
men. 

The action of the Personne! Classifi- 
cation Board has been classed by the 
Federal Employees Union as contrary 
to the intent of the Reclassification 
Act of 1923. The union took the mat- 
ter up with President Coolidge a few 
days ago and received his assurance, it 
says, that he will have the plan recon- 
sidered. 

Cost of Living Cited 

Regarding the customs service, one 
high official said: “The personnel in 
the customs service has always en- 
joyed the prestige of being members 
of the highest grade of employees un- 
der the civil establishment of the Gov- 
ernment, and I think one of the prin- 
cipal features of the reclassification 
plan is to make salaries in this service 
attractive to the highest type of per- 
sons, so that the high standard of 
service of the past and present may 
be maintained during the future.” 

One of the most striking arguments 


of the customs officials is a chart 
showing the increase in the cost of 
living in Boston, and also in Massa-~ 
chusetts outside of Boston. This has 
been prepared from Government, state 
and municipal commissiens’ reports. 
Salary Comparisons 
Regarding salaries in mercantile 
houses and other industries, in com- 
parison with salaries paid in the cus- 
toms service, survey figures show that 
similar work performed by Govern- 
ment officials is far less remunerative 
than when done for private establish- 
ments, even when the increases asked 


for are taken as the basis of com-: 


parison. 

The figures paid in mercantile 
houses are-based upon a business of 
$69,000,000 annually. This is approxi- 
mately the sum collected in duties at 
Boston for the past fiscal year. The 


latest figures showing duties collected |’ 


during the first four months of the 
fiscal year—July, August, Septem- 
ber and October, 1923—in the Mas- 
sachusetts customs district are $16,- 
970,653, as against $16,076,902 for the 
corresponding period a year ago. 

The salaries named as prevailing 
in private employment are consid- 
ered conservative, having been com- 
piled after consideration was given to 
the fact that the customs service has 
no outside competition and does not 
have to “go out and get business.” 
Higher salaries are named for. a com- 
parison with competitive business 
lines. | 

One of the chief arguments in 
favor of increased salaries for cus- 
toms officials is that the greatly in- 
creased volume of business and the 
low cost of collection would seem to 
justify a substantial increase for every 
customs employee. 


Music and Art 


Wanda Landowska 


Mme. Wanda Landowska, the dis- 
tinguished virtuoso on the harpsichord 
and authority on the music of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
gave a “causerie” last night in Paine 
Hall, Harvard University, under the 
auspices of the division of music, on 
the subject of the influence exerted by 
the French clavecinists on German 
music, particularly on the music of 
Sebastian Bach. There were musical 
illustrations on the harpsichord and 
clavichord.. Mme. Landowska quite 
rightly emphasized this French in- 
fluence on Bach—and would that every 
musician concerned in the interpreta- 
tion of his works might have heard 
her last evening and profited thereby! 
She touched upon the rhythmical 
peculiarities of French music of this 
period and illustrated the application 
of the rules for the execution of this 
characteristic style (known to con- 
temporary writers as the “stile Fran- 
cese”) to the overture from Bach’s 
Partita in C minor and the Fugue in 
D major from the first part of The 
Well-Tempered Clavier. 3 

Mme. Landowska also played music 
by Bach, Froberger, LeRoux, Rameau 
and Domenico Scarlatti to show the 
influence of lute music on that writ- 
.ten for the harpsichord, and also the 
so-called “preluding style,” which she 
most aptly illustrated’ by playing 
Bach’s “Chromatic Fantasie.” This 
last piece Mme.”° Landowska most 
happily renames “Rhapsodie chro- 
matique.”

LEADERS NEEDED 
FOR BOY SCOUTS 


Providence Council Hopes to 
Reach 10,000 Youngsters 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 27 (Spe- 
cial)—-Boy Scouts themselves are the 
most effective agents for enlisting 
scout masters, according to J. Harold 
Williams, Scout Executive of Greater 
Providence Council, who estimates 
that there are 10,000 boys of scout age 


within the jurisdiction of the council; 


who are not attainable because of lack 
of leaders and meeting places. 

Within the early winter, Mr. Wil- 
liams states, it is hoped to reach these 
boys, or a portion of.them, by means 


of new enlistments of scout masters. 
During the latter part of the winter a 
school for scout masters will be estab- 
lished as usual to train newly re- 
cruited leaders. 

“We are finding that a method of 
handpicking is giving us our most 
efficient scout master,” Mr. Williams 
explains. “Drives and campaigns are 
worn out and they reach mostly men 
who either have not the time or the 
inclination to stick to the work. 
When the scouts pick their leaders 
there is usually a more sustained in- 
terest, which takes the scout master 
through his course of training and 
brings direct responsibility. In many 
communities our big problem is to 
find places where boys with a desire 
for scouting and scout membership 
can assemble.” 

While severaM#Brown University in- 
structors will assist with this winter's 
course for scout masters, Mr. Wil- 
liams states, it is expected that the 
course will be adopted as part of the 
extension courses at Brown under Dr.

FULL YEAR SCHOOL 
FOR BOSTON HINTED 


Would Include Four Terms of 12 
Weeks Each—Summer Courses 
Would Be Provided 


All-the-year-round schools for Bos- 
ton are predicted for the near future 
by Dr. Jeremiah E. Burke, superin- 
tendent of schools in that city, in his 
annual report. In 1922 a similar plan 
was considered, but as no mopey was 
available for the wofkat that time 
action on the plan was;deferred. 

As outlinéd in the réport, the regu- 
larly organized all-year schools, 
would include four terms of 12 weeks 
each, the regular work of the year 
to be completed in three terms. The 
fourth term, extended into the sum- 
mer months would provide regular 
classroom instruction for pupils de- 
siring to repeat work or to antici- 
pate work of the next year so that 
progress might be more rapid. -

This type of school, the report says, 
is meeting with success in different 
sections of the United States.

lation which culminated in a reduc- | 
tion to only five members. These are | 
about to remove to Canterbury where 
thene another colony of the same 
fraternity. The valuable realty and, 
personal. holdings of the Enfield 
Shakeys- will be disposed of to out- 
side interests, ; 

When -the*Shakers established the 
Infield. colony, about the close of the! 
Revolutionary War, they bought up| 
the land bordering on Mascoma Lake 
for about two miles and divided them-| 
selves in three “fam'‘lies,” the North, 
South and Center, so called from their | 
location. They owned over 2500 acres 
of rich and productive land, and they 
knew how to use it better than most 
oi the tarmers in this section.

tlement, however, ‘their population | 
had shown no. substantia] increase,! 
and there were only 150 members at) 
that time.

Lebanon, N. _Y. These Shaker 
preachers, Cooley and Chauncey, did 
missionary work in New Hampshire 
for many years before deciding on @ 
location for a colony. They tried to 
win converts in Canaan, N. H. but 
were not.successful and they made no 
great headwav until they came tod En- 
field. There was a group of families 
at that time living on Jones Hill who 
joined the secf and the name of the 
hill was changed to Shaker Hill. Fer 
10 years the colony was established 
on this hill and in 1792 it moved to 
location and built’ many 
fine buildings. 

In 1837 the Middle Family built a 
stone building that was the largest 
ed‘fice in New Hampshire at that time 
and ecst more to erect than any bu'ld- 
ing except the State House. Every 
stone in the building was cemented 
and fastened with iron trunnels, and 
on top of the stove work was a belfry 
with an 800-pound bell. 

The Shaker co'ony raised garden 
products, seeds and roots, and manu- 
factured underwear, brooms, pails and 
woodwork of various kinds. Al] prop- 
erty was held on a communistic basis 
and the colony was similar to others . 
of the sect as regards the religious 
devotions, exercises and vows. In the 
early years of the colony there’ was 
friction between the Shakers and the 
other inhabitants of the town, and 
the town records show that in 1788 
the Legislature was appealed té for 
some remedy against the actions of 
the “Shaking Quakers.”

General Metaxas in a Week Fails 
in His~Revolt, Planned for 
ivionths Along German Lines 


ATHENS, Nov. 13 (Special Corre-)} 
spondence) —The widespread revolt of | 
the radieals against ihe revoiutionary | 
régime governing Greece sinte 1922!

Strife Ended in One Week 

It took just one week for the revo- 
lution to quell the strife all over 
Greece: General Pangalos and Colonel | 
Kondylis first cleared Thrace anq/| 
Macedonia, and such was the ardor of 
these brave soldiers that in a few 
hours, taking no rest, they had de- 
scended to Attica. Colonel Kondylis 
stood at the side of Colonel] Plastiras 
for the fight north of the isthmus 
(Corinth). General Pangalos entered 
the city of Corinth triumphant, de- 
posed the rebel authorities, and then 
stayed at Corinth with his forces to cut 
off any retreat of the rebels, who were 
being surrounded by Colonel Plastiras’ 
forces just north of the isthmus (Me- 
gara-Loutraki). 

Thus, almost with no bloodshed, and 
thanks to able maneuvers, a rebellion, 
which was organized during many 
months according to all German tac- 
tics, by General Metaxas and follow- 
ers, Was crushed in seven days. 

The courts-martial instituted in Sa- 
loniki and Salamis to punish those 
involved in the rebellion, have brought 
to light very important and unex-/ 
pected facts.

Pand CEdipus suffers all human griefs | 


in the course of that day when he falls 


from king to outcast; so those who care | 


not even itnaginatively to su; full of 
horrors or to witness a play that has 
“inexorable fate” as its theme, will look 
elsewhere for entertainment. 

“CEdipus Rex” is -heavy food, un- 
doubtedly, but it was evident last night 
as the large audience dispersed, that 
most of the spectators had felt that 
purging that Aristotle’ said was the 
proper effect of tragedy—an elation that 
comes with the strenuous exercise of 
the emotions of sympathy and pity. 
Many there must have been who had 
found to their astonishment that Greek 
tragedy could be so human and modern 
in appeal, an effect largcly arising 
from Gilbert Murray's unarchuaic, lyrical 
English, and from  Mariin-Harvey’s 
avoidance of stiltedness, and rant. 

Modernity of appeal, also, is increased 
by the production of the play after the 
Reinhardt manner, with emphasis given 
to the clamorous populace, which 
rushes up the aisles of the theater and: 
onto the stage, with hands upraised, 
pleading to Gcdipus to save them frém 
the plague, even as he had saved Thebes 
long ago by reading the riddle of the 
Sphinx. The turning of the faces of 
the mob from the audience spares the 
spectator one of the great disillusivn- 
ments of the theater. Other characters 
enter through the auditorium, as well 
as from the wings; the great central 
doors of bronze in the temple-like 
portico open only for the entrances and 
exits of CEdipus and his queen and their 
household. With the omission of foot- 
lights, this blending of the auditorium 
and stage produces an intimacy un- 
expected in the performance of a 
classic. Not a few of the thrills of the 
performance are the direct outcome of 
the abolition of the conventional theater 
curtain and the banishment of the 
musicians to the back-stage spaces. 

Thrills there were aplenty last eve- 
ning as this ancient prototype of the 
modern mystery melodrama unfolded. 
The whole course of the action is a 
series of unfoldments of the items of 
historical evidence that prove C¢dipus 
to be unwittingly the “unclean thing” 
that must be banished from Thebes 
before the plague can depart.

SIZE OF FUTURES 
TRADING IN GRAIN 
‘IS NOW REVEALED 


Speculation on Chicago Board 
“ Not So Large as Thought— 
Municipal Ownership 


CHICAGO, Nov. 27 (Speciél)—One of 


the Board of Trade for years, has been 
that the business of the exchange was 
principally speculative, and that only a 
small patt of the transactions in its 
pits represented dealings in actual com-

tions has always been a mystery, until 
this week the first statistics made up in 
response to the requirements of the

prise in the trade. 

The total trading in May wheat on 
the Chicago exchange for 1923 was. 
placed at 3,704,518,000 bushels, and in 
all futures for the same time at 7,949,- 
041,000 bushels. Trading covered 250 
days in the May delivery, with a daily 
average of 14,800,000 bushels for that 
option and 31,800,000 for all futures. 


Full Publicity Favored 


The Government's October estimate 
on the wheat crop of 1922 placed it at 
810,000,000 bushels. The corn crop was 
placed at 2,853,000,000: bushels, and oats 
at 1,229,000,000 bushels. The total of 
the three major crops of grain for 1922 
was given at 4,893,000,000 bushels. 

While the exchange figures show a 
large speculative business, they are not 
so large as the public generally. has be- 
lieved. The grain futures administra- 
tion is in favor of giving out sales re- 
porta daily, so that the public may 
know just how much business is trans- 
acted on the Board of Trade, the same 
as on the stock exchanges. Now that 
the ice has been broken, sentiment on 
the board is drifting in the direction of 
this reform, and it is not unlikely that 
full ptiblicity, will be adopted, with the 
idea that mystery about such opera- 
tions does more harm than . actual 
knowledge possibly could do.

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Persian Politics, a Stir in a Sluggish Backwater 


By PAUL BARR 

OUR Persian gentleman is, as a 

rule, a very companionable per- 

son, who is capable of good con- 
versation and appreciates it in others. 
If not a Wit himself, he is quick in 
recognition of wit. A man’s reputa- 
tion in Persia is often made or mar- 
red by the readiness of his wit on 
some important occasion. Short of 
true wit, which is the swiftest pass- 
port to social] favor, anecdotal humor 
will carry you far, and it-ie curious 
to note how near akin the Persian 
sense of humor is to our own. One 
trait in ‘their conversation is very 
marked: poetry, and particularly 
poetic imagery, fortified by apposite 
quotations from Hafiz or Saadi, is 
part of the warf and woof of their 
thought. 

To a certain extent, of course, this 
is a tendency common to all Orientals. 
But the Persian somehow invests the 
process with greater art; he presents 
the argument not merely as a parable 
of everyday life, but as a beautiful 
cameo, a gem of richly tinted poetry, 
a thing worth admiring not only, or 
mainly, for its meaning, but for its 
exquisite form. Without a long educa- 
tion in this eloquence, it is not easy 
for a westerner to attune himself to 
‘it, nor, when discussing-public ques- 
tions, for instance, to appreciate the 


hammadan revival in Persia is still in 
the permeating, missionery stage. The 
bearers of the new gospel are not 
only, perhaps, not mainly, priests, but 
strolling ballad singers, travelers and 
traders. 

This is significant of the nature of 
the new Islamic gospel. It. has un- 
dergone a mighty evolution. It is 
largely stripped of the furious fanati- 
cism that marked former Islamic 
movements; it has become almost tol- 
erant, though, to be sure, contemptu- 
ously tolerant, of ‘Christianity. In 
many directions it is not unfriendly 
to Westernism or to progress. It 
recognizes that this is an age of eco- 
nomics, and to an astonishing degree, 
it is thinking in economic terms. This 
fact explains why Persia has been 
slow to get moving with the flood tide, 


for Persia does not yet appreciate the | 


existence of economics. But it also 
explains why traders rather than 
priests are the prophets of the new 
movement. 

The slogan of Pan-Islamism is 
changed. It is no longer, “The world 
to be conquered for the Prophet.” It 
has become, “The wealth of Islam for 
the followers of. the Prophet.” 

In Bushire I came across a gaudy 
pamphlet, adorned with pictures fear- 
fully and wonderfully-made. It ema- 
nated from Moscow. It was addressed 
to the “Workers and Peasants of Per- 
sia,” and it was couched in the'|

I found it extraordinarily | 
dificult to get Persians. to 
talk of politics at all. On’ 
home politics they are en-| 
tirely dumb, from a variety | 
of causes.

For 
another, and this I imagine 
to be the main reason, the 
evils of the Persian body 
politic are so obvious and so 
constant that there is no 
need to speak of them at all. 
They are chiefly such things 
as crushing taxation, venality 
of officials, and insecurity of 
roads. Now these things 
are constuntly present. No 
man has ever known them 
to be absent. They are part 
of the scheme. Evil as they 
are, life in Persia would be 
‘odd and unrecognizable with- 
out them. And, in any event, 
discussing them would not 
stop them. Why, then, waste

Equipped as they are with such 
Hons toes for wading, they appear’ to 
have some difficulty in regaining their 
equilibrium on the branch after land- 
ing, but, having done so, their natural 
grace of movement returns and they 
step daintily along the limb and are 
soon among their squalling young, ap- 
parently taking no notice of the ap- 
peals for food. 
Manner of Feeding 
| Now the interesting moment arrives 
—how do the young receive the food? 
| UBuably the impatient birds snatch the 
parent's bill in theirs, vainly trying to 
| pull the head down. Each one fights 
desperately for a place, and the suc- 
cessful one, firmly clasping the adult's 
beak, forces the head slowly down tu 
| the level of the nest—then the parent 
,is obliged to eject the food by appar- 
‘ently “pumping” or “vomiting,” sim- 
| {lar to a pigeon. Meanwhile the other 
| young, less fortunate, quarrel amang 
| themselves for the spilled food which 
| litters the floor. Over and over again 
ithe same feedings have been observed, 
/and always with the same result—the 
| young force the parents to give up the 
| food. 

During the breeding season the tur- 
| bulent young herons join in one con- 
|tinual squall and may be heard for 
: quite a long distance, especially when 
| the inhabitants of one nest become en- 
gaged in a violent quarrel which often 
ends in a “free for all fight” (usually 
threatening movements but no*%actual 
blows), or when an adult bird arrives 
with “lunch,” often causing the whole 
heronry ‘to give vent to their feelings 
and affections. 

_ The tree contains 27 nests and 81 

young. Many nests hold as many as 

five fledglings, while a few others 

harbor only one, the average being 

three to each nest. 
Fad Every Half Hour 

Judging from the food examined be- 
neath the heronry, the owners have a 
large and full menu, consisting chiefly 
of fish (usually chub), mice, frogs 
. The 
feeding takes place nearly every half- 
‘hour, but some ravenous yoyng are 
left for many hours at a time. 

It is interesting to note that’ all 
nests—three to four feet.in diameter— 
are arranged so that none comes di- 
}rectly under others, thus keeping the 
nest and its occupants clean. 

North Vancouver also boasted a 
heronry in the ojd days, near the foot 
of Grouse Mountain and a few miles 
from the well-known Capilano Cafion. 
Here the nests were placed on separate 
trees agjd numbered more [han 50.

PerHAPs nothing could seem more utterly incredible 
- than that the vast majority of the most civilized nations 
of the world should have fallen 
a-fighting over a quarrel so 
obscure that today it cannot be 
precisely defined, and in four 
; | years of battle have killed 
Possible? | 7,450,200 of their young mien, 
__}) wounded 18,681,257 more, de- 
: stroyed property valued at $36,- 
760,000,000, and brought the whole world to the verge 
of beggary, and civilization itself to the brink of annihila- 
tion. But the incredible happened. 

Yet one thing even more incredible is a matter of 
daily observation—namely, that men look with resigna- 
tion, if not with complacency, upon the possibility 
of the recurrence of the madness of 1914-'18, but regard 
with impatience every suggestion for averting it which 
does not at every point coincide with their own individual 
interests or opinions. 

A suggestion for safeguarding peace through a 
league of nations or by any other method, is drowned 
in the clamor of contending tongues, but all the while, in 
the quiet retirement of endowed laboratories, chemists are 
working out the formule for yet déadlier gases which 
shall bring whole cities of non-combatants to a cruel end. 

Mankind ‘sets forth a myriad of quibbling reasons 
why a league of nations must fail—and in the hot 
debate none stops to think how little of failure there 
is in the deadly barrage, the flame-throwers, the stealthy 
and murderous submarine. While the friends of peace 
split straws, the proponents of war work steadily, per fect- 
ing new and more deadly weapons against the time of 
conflict, which only concerted and radical action can avert. 

An idealist suggests that the power of the creditor 
over the debtor nations of Europe be so exerted as to 
check the drift toward armaments, and lessen the eco- 
nomic pressure from which war springs. Swift is the 
retort of the “practical” man. They borrowed the money, 
no matter why; let them pay it. And if in the despair 
of the hopeless debtor they turn to war again—what 
then? New horrors, new conscriptions, an added pile of 
indebtedness, a further menace to a civilization already 
unstable. , 

The United States Government calls a Pan-American 
conference tojadvance the cause of peace among the 
nations in South America. Hardly has it adjourned when 
the same Government dispatches sixty navy dfficers to 
one South American republic to teach it how to arm for 
war. Scenting plunder,-the salesmen of war-munition 
factories in all lands flock to the A. B. C. capitals to 
press their wares and preach the need of preparation for 
war. All that the peaceful conference effected is undone 
by the practical practitioners of war. 

Perhaps it is suggested that if a nation eliminate all 
hope of individual profit from war, there will be less. 
incentivé to war; that if, since youths of .18 to 30 are 
forced to suffer and by millions to die, some form of 
commensurate sacrifice be exacted of all others in the 
nation, there will be less eagerness for the buglé call, 
Immediately the difficulties in the way of such a policy 
, are marshaled—not without exaggeration. It is pointetl 
out that Capital is timid and will flee from conscription. 
_ eNo thought is given to the fate of hapless boys whose 
timidity was too much for them in the face of the rigid 
discipline of the front. We are told that it is impossible 
to organize industry and finance for public service if the 
inducement of profit be eliminated. And then we think 
of the remorseless and unflinching zeal in which millions 
of youths were organized and directed in the business 
of slaughter, without hope of profit, and in the face of 
the ever-present menace of death. Must the bared bosom 
of the soldier ever be a thing of less concern to the 
nation for which he fights than the profits, the ease, the 
personal authority of those at home who gain by his 
suffering? 

How plain and inexplicable is this tendency'of man— 
not Americans alone, ‘hor those of any single nation—to 
find innumerable flaws in every plan for the preserva- 
tion of peace, but to drift placidly along with a tide 
sweeping on to war. There is no more magnificent 
spectacle than a nation united in the face of war. The 
complete subordination of the .individual-in the needs of 
the nation! The suppression of all inharmonious notes!

_ the advantage of time for study and consideration. Per- 


haps he would not have cared, if called upon in the ordi- 
nary course of conversation, to define the word offhand. 
He says it means “the treatment or study of ‘mental 
diseases.”” Other distinguished lexicographers take this 
very reasonable view. But the cautious doctor made it 
quite clear that he advised this only that the theological 
student might be taught to help others. He avoided 
even a breath/of personal aspersion. * | 

In this, it will be noticed, the medical man offered, 
as he believed, really constructive criticism. He admit- 
ted that the doctors are not fitted to carry on this impor- 
tarit and neceSsary work, and yet that they are doing it, 
“although,” as he observes, “they know very little about 
it.’ No doubt this advice should have been received as 
a kindly and generous overture by the churchmen. But 
it was ‘at once made apparent that, in the opinion of the 
latter, there could be little in common, even in effort, 
or in the end sought, whatever that might be. Reports of 
the meeting state that the visiting doctor was told that 
those of his profession “look on religion as a mild type 
of insanity,” and further, that “people worship doctors 
for what ministers could do a great deal better.” Let 
us quote the medical man’s critic a little more at length: 
“A doctor,” he is reported to have said, ‘‘ordinarily goes 
into a sick room, is rather uncertain what is the matter, 
is not certain he can do much of' anything, ahd proceeds — 
to do what he can as a handy man around the house, 
helping whoever is there to do a lot of things for which. 
his scientific training has not helped him in the least. A 
doctor starts out knowing nothing about how to comfort 
or the technical mefhods of engouragement. ” ? 

So there the issue is presented. It is not for the lay- 
man ‘to attempt to decide the merits of the controversy - 
or to say which, if either, is remiss in his duty. 
ago it was admitted that none need attempt to decide 
where doctors disagree. Much less should it be attempted 
to determine an issue between doctors and preachers. 


Mr. JAMES D. HACKETT, in a report to the recent 
convention of the American Management Association, 
told the assembled industsial 
experts that 9,000,000 workers 
changed their jobs annually in 
the United States, and that the 
approximate cost of each of these 
shifts in employment was $100. 
This gives the staggering total 
of practically $1,000,000,000 a 
year that is lost to the produced wealth of the people 
of the country. Mr. Hackett earnestly urged his hear- 
ers to give their best thought and energies to this prob- 
lem. Coming from the source that gave them, and fur- 
nished for the hard-headed, practical men who hegrd 
them, these figures may be relied on to be cold and accu- 
rate, and unmixed with imagination or exaggeration. 

‘It takes 
no abstruse or technical-training or experience for the 
average citizen to realize that $1,000,000,000 a year lost

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_ in this way is subtracted from the general wealth. Capi- 


talists, executive managers, workers, and all the people 
are vitally interested in reducing the waste as much as 
possible. In this process it will be helpful if the skilled men 
interested, while studying the matter in the light of their 


_ practical experience, will bear in mind some of the great 


general causes of the labor “turn-over” and base their 
efforts toward improvement on eliminating them so. far 
as possible. Two large causes of changes-in employment 
come: first, from the temptation of employers to seek 
to hire workers as cheaply as possible with too little 


regard for their general skill, or fitness, and, secondly, 


from the lack of sympathetic intelligence onthe part of 
managers and duperintendent in putting workers in the 
places for which they are best, adapted... Individual em- 
ployers who have realized this owe much of their success 
in reducing their “turn-over” to efforts in this direction. 
The record of Henry Ford in dealing with this problem 
is known the world over. 


‘ Workers and labor leaders have a large responsibility 


in the matter. Strikes and threats of conflict tear huge 
gaps in employment every year and account for a large 
part of the costly “turnover.” Co-operation on the part 
of workers and.their leaders, and a realization that it is 
to their interest to speed up production and reduce the 
shifting of jobs as much as. possible, will aid enormously 
in the solution of the problem. 

It is a big and complicated subject, involving the 
rights of both employers and workers, the play of ambi- 
tion, the necessity of leaving to individual workers a 
large measure of freedom to change their jobs in order 
to better their condition, and a multitude of delicate con- 
siderations inherent in the relations of Capital and Labor. 
But if a few separate employers can.solve it to their own 
and their workers’ advantage, co-operation, intelligence 
and sympathetic effort on, the part ofinvestors, corpora- * 
tion managers and the workers can accomplish’ vastly 
more than can be done with piecemeal and sporadic 

The hugeness of the sum that might be saved out of 
the $1,000,000,000’a year that is now wasted—a dollar 
saved being a dollar earned—is enough of an incentive 
to inspire great and successful efforts. :

While; therefore, the merely local may, appeal: to the 
sentimental and the emotional natures of the average 
reader to a greater extent than facts of world-wide in-. 
terest, yet in reality trite news value should be reckoned 
from the point of view of absolute worth: In New York- 
Citv, or in Chicago, in San Francisco, or in. Boston, 
actually the condition of affairs in the European coun- 
tries, for example,.is of far mofe pressing importance 
than all ordinary local occurrences.

Mr. Wit Irwin,, retained by Collier’s magazine to direct 
a campaign for world peace through the columns of that 
periodical, made a study of the League of Nations. He found 
faults—many of them. He detected shortcomings and did not 
hesitate to enumerate them. But he concludes that, in regard 


. to the League, if “we Americans are to approach the subject 


with any spirit of truth, we must reorient ourselves. Call the 
League, as did its opponents in 1919, a-dangerous superstate, 


aimed at the blood-bought independence of these United States, / 
» and you are talking passé nonsense. 


It has so far failed to 
perform any superfunctions. 

“The fact remains, however, that the League is now the 
one bright spot im a mad and tortured Europe—the single 
political nucleus of sanity and good will. Weak it may be; 
yet every year since its foundation has seen it stronger. After 
only four years of existence, it is so firmly fixed in the: inter- 
national structure that if it did not exist, Europe would be 


obliged to create it.” 
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
